Peoria, 111., June 24.—In just nvh 
hours and two minutes of 
working 
time the democratic state convention 
Tuesday nominated a full state ticket, 
adopted a. free-giirer platform, elected

forty-eight free-silver 
delegates, tied 
them to the white metal by the unit 
rule, listened to much praise of free 
silver and did all the other business in­ 
cidental ta a state convention. 
There 
were no bolts and few protests. All the 
nominations were made by acclama 
Hon, only two roll-calls being taken. 
Gov. Altgeld made a speech before 
he had been nominated, and asked the 
convention not to nominate him. Three 
times did he plead with his delegates 
to release him, and three times did 
they shout “No.” 
When Chairman Hinrichsen called 
the convention to order at 12:18 o’clock, 
the short prayer by the Rev. M. V. Mc- 
Vety was applauded, and then the pre­ 
liminary work leading up to the tem­ 
porary organization was hurried over 
and Temporary Chairman 
Alexander 
H. Bell of Macoupin county made his 
speech. 
Of the St. Louis convention 
he said: 
“The republican national convention 
last week, dominated by the northeast­ 
ern section of the union, declared for a 
single gold standard. 
In my mind’s 
eye I can see the conspirators at their 
work. There are Platt and Quay, De­ 
pew and Hobart, and Lodge and Hanna, 
and a lot of ignorant negroes who for 
ready cash would sell themselves and 
their prosperity into a worse slavery 
than their race ever knew. 
“The great states of the west, under 
the leadership gf Senator Henry M. 
Teller, withdrew from the convention. 
What will our national convention do? 
Will the east control its action and 
write its platform? Rest assured that 
it will exhaust every effort to do so. I 
would have our national convention de- 
. clare its purpose fearlessly and explic­ 
itly and let those bolt who will. I am 
tired of following New England or 
New York. Let imperial Illinois lead 
the way. Let Illinois be henceforth the 
Empire state.” 
After Mr. Bell’s speech a recess was 
taken until 3 o’clock. 
The convention 
was on time for the session after the 
recess, and the committees on creden-

In the course of his speech, speaking 
of the tariff, the governor said: “The 
question of a protective tariff has long 
been an issue in this country. For the 
first time we took an unequivocal po­ 
sition on it four years ago and we won. 
The tariff has been revised and the 
probabilities are that neither political 
party will make any radical changes 
in it. It is no longer worth while to 
discuss the theories of a tariff. 
The 
question is now historic. It has been 
tried and we know exactly what it will 
do. It has produced exactly the same 
results in all Countries and in all times. 
It always and in all countries builds 
up a few at the expense of the many. 
It protects the proprietor, but not the 
laborer, for, while it checks the impor­ 
tation of goods, it cannot prevent the 
importation of cheap labor from all 
over the earth.” 
Turning to the great question of the 
day, our financial policy, Gov. Altgeld 
said: 
Between 1873 and 1880 this country 
and all of the nations of Europe by law 
destroyed one-half of the redemption 
money of the world, and reduced by 
fully one-half the annual addition to 
the stock of money of the world. Sil­ 
ver, when used at all, was put on the 
basis of paper money. 
The effect of 
this was to double the work which gold 
had to do, and by doubling its import­ 
ance its purchasing power was doubled 
—it made 200-cent dollars; so that on 
the average it took twice as much of 
commodities and of property to get $100 
as it formerly did. As the debts, in­ 
terest, taxes and other fixed charges 
were not reduced, it took nearly every­ 
thing which the farmer and produc­ 
ing classes generally could scrape to­ 
gether to meet the fixed charges. They 
had no money left to purchase the com­ 
forts of life. Their purchasing power 
was gone. This destroyed the trade of 
the merchants and soon forced the fac­ 
tories to shut down; 
there being no 
market for what the laborer made, he 
had to go idle, so that the producer, the 
merchant and the laborer were all in 
distress. 
In the European countries prostra­ 
tion of industry and trade followed im­ 
mediately the general demonetization 
of silver, and there has been a uni­ 
versal paralysis there ever since. 
In 
our country there have been some local 
causes which held us up for a few 
years. For instance, the balance of 
trade was greatly in our favor for sev­ 
eral years, which 
largely increased 
our volume of money, and then our 
mines yielded abnormally, which also 
helped to 
increase 
the volume 
of 
money; but these local causes lasted 
only a few years, and then the paraly­ 
sis resulting from the striking down of 
silver slowly crept over our country 
and prostrated our people, and there 
has been no revival since, either here 
or in Europe. Nature has yielded her 
harvests with greater abundance than 
ever, hut all in vain. The conditions 
are getting worse 
day by day, and 
there can be no 
great prosperity in 
Europe and in this country until the 
wrong that produced this distress has 
been righted. As it was done by ar­ 
bitrary act of government, so it must 
be undone by act of government.” 
The report of the committee on dele- 
gates-at-large followed the governor 
and it was adopted at once. 
Then 
Champ Clarke of Missouri, a Bland 
man, was introduced. After him Dele­ 
gate Perrin of St. Clair county made a 
lively speech, and when he sat down 
the chairman said that as the commit­ 
tee on resolutions was still out it 
was in order to proceed to nomina­ 
tions of state officers. A resolution to 
this effect was adopted with a roar of 


abolition of “government by injunc­ 
tion,” denounces federal interference 
in local affairs, cordially indorses the 
administration of Gov.

The revenue system of Illinois is de­ 
nounced and a change in the constitu­ 
tion demanded.

The closing plank is as 
follows: “The delegates from this con­ 
vention to the national democratic con­ 
vention are instructed to support only 
such men for the presidency as are in 
full and pronounced sympathy with 
the declarations of this platform, and 
the delegates to the national conven­ 
tion are instructed to vote upon all 
matters, including

candidates, as a unit.” 
Ex-Congressman%Williams made a 
minority report.

D etails of th e Skirm ish W hich Is Wor­ 
rying D iplom atist*. 
Caracas. June 24.—A paper received 
from Grenada, W. I., says that on tho 
13th inst, a Venezuelan force crossed 
to the British side of the Acarabisi 
river. As they proceeded on their 
march to the 
head 
waters 
of the 
Barima and Barama rivers 
iii 
the 
Yuruari or gold territory they inter­ 
fered with the mining operations of a 
party of British colonists from 
De- 
marara. 
The real object of the Venezuelan 
colonists, it is reported, was to reach 
the mouth of the Yuruan, thus obtain­ 
ing a commanding position in their ef­ 
forts to secure a foothold in the rich 
gold region of Venezuela or Guiana. 
To do this it is supposed that they 
proceeded above the Acarabisi, which 
crosses the Venezuelan line 
between 
the Acarabisi and Amacuro stations. 
The government believes these inci­ 
dents may explain the conflict which 
was first r e p o r t from Trinidad as 
having taken place at the mouth of 
the Barima river, near Barima sta­ 
tion. The engagement really took place 
in the heart of the now 
celebrated 
Yuruari territory of Guiana, which 
Lord Salisbury says shall not be sub­ 
mitted to arbitration, as he affirms 
that it is unquestionably British ter­ 
ritory under the cessions of the original 
Dutch colonists. It is in this territory 
that gold is found* in great abundance. 
British colonists are alarmed at the 
idea that Venezuelans should succeed 
to their mining claims and it is quite 
probable that the appearance of Ven­ 
ezuelans in that region precipitated the 
conflict in question.

Ex-Governor G. W. Peck, chairman 
of the state central committee, called 
the assemblage to order.

Lange of Fond du Lac and J. M. Clancy 
of Milwaukee were made secretaries. 
Thomas F. Frawley of Eau Claire 
was selected as temporary chairman. 
After a brief burst of applause had 
subsided, Mr. Frawley proceeded to de­ 
lver a speech on the issues of the day. 
He said in part: 
While the great issue of previous 
national contests, the tariff, is pre­ 
served and the lines thereto are sharply 
drawn, still the paramount issue pre­ 
sented is: Shall the democratic party 
to-day stand where it has stood for up­ 
ward of a century of its existence, for 
a stable currency measured by a stand­ 
ard that the enlightened judgment of 
the commercial nations of the world 
have established and that experience 
has approved? Here and there traces 
of lukewarmness and apostacy may 
exist, but the democratic party to-day, 
especially the democracy of Wisconsin, 
as ever, insists that the honor and in­ 
tegrity of this nation shall be pre­ 
served; that its promises made in the 
hour of the necessities of our great 
civil war to the pensioned heroes now 
living or the widows of those dead be 
kept; that all our obligations, no mat 
ter what the occasion or when issued, 
shall be redeemed; no repudiations, 
either in the way of debased currency 
or change of standard shall or will be 
permitted. 
“The credit of our nation, like the 
immutable principles upon which our 
government rests, must and shall re­ 
main unchanged and unchangeable.” 
At the conclusion of Mr. Frawley’s 
speech committees on permanent or­ 
ganization and resolutions were ap­ 
pointed. A fight between the gold and 
silver factions ensued over a motion 
that all resolutions be referred to the 
committee without reading. 
The sil­ 
ver men opposed the motion, but they 
were outvoted and the convention took 
a recess until 2:30. 
At the afternoon 
session the tem­ 
porary organization was made perma­ 
nent and the convention took up the 
platform. 
The platform presented by the ma­ 
jority of the committee indorses the 
“wise and patriotic administration of 
Grover Cleveland,” and commends the 
course in congress of Senators William 
F. Vilas and John L. Mitchell, in their 
faithful adherence to the principles of 
the democrats of Wisconsin. 
On the tariff the platform declares: 
“We believe that a tariff for revenue 
only would extend American commerce

Men W ill Get 
C hicago D elegation. 
Indianapolis, June 24.—The 
cratic convention meets today, 
thirteen district delegations held pre­ 
liminary meetings last night, the state 
house being given up to the stormy 
sessions. 
In only one district, 
the 
Tenth, were there enough sound money 
men to carry things. This is Sheer­ 
ing district, and because of his fight 
for sound money he will lose his place 
on the national committee and Indiana 
democracy will lose the honor of the 
secretaryship^ that committee, which 
Sheerin has filled for ao many years. 
With the exception of the 
Seventh 
district and the two delegates from the 
Tenth, the Indiana delegation at Chi­ 
cago will be uncompromisingly for free 
silver and similarly colored candidate. 
The delegates-at-large will be Edi­ 
tor John Shanklin of Evansville, to 
gether with Senators Turpie and Voor­ 
hees and Benjamin F. Shively of South 
Bend. All are for the white metal and 
will represent Gov, Matthews in the 
Chicago convention. Shively will also 
be the nominee for governor, it being 
conceded that he will have no opposi­ 
tion in the convention. 
The rough draft of the platform has 
been prepared by a committee compos­ 
ed of Senator Turpie, R. C. Bell, Allen 
W. Clark, and B. F. Shively. 
The 
money plank will be short and will 
declare for the free coinage of silver 
and gold at a ratio of 16 to I. 
The present money system will be 
held responsible for the hard times and

General Dee’s “ militia bill” in the fol­ 
lowing editorial: 
“ A bill has been prepared by As­ 
sistant Secretary of War Gen. J. B. 
Doe, at one time adjutant general of 
this Btate and now probably the best 
authority in the country on all m at­ 
ters concerning the militia organiza­ 
tions, providing for the organization 
of the entire militia of the country on 
a basis similar to th at of this state. 
It is a general law combining all the 
necessary provisions for the militia in 
I service as well as in training. 
This 


I aot is under the clause of the consti­ 
tution giving congress power “ to pro­ 
vide for calling forth the militia to ex­ 
ecute the laws of the union, suppress 
rebellion and repel invasion; for or­ 
ganizing, arm ing and disciplining the 
militia and gcverning such part of 
them as may be employed in the serv­ 
ice of the United States, reserving to 
the states respectively the appoint­ 
ment of the officers and the authority 
of training the m ilitia according to 
the discipline prescribed by congress.’' 
Maut Stay In th e United States. 
“ It will be noticed th at these forces 
a6 militia cannot be ordered outside of 
the territory of the United States for 
the purpose of invasion. 
This lim its 
lion caused much annoyance under 
the regulations existing during the 
war of ISIS. 
But when the militia 
musters into the service of the United 
States as volunteers, it becomes a part 
of the army and goes where it is or 
dered. 
Doe 
is 
to 
get 
all 
the 
laws 
cancerning 
the 
militia 
into 
working 
shape, 
and 
make 
the organization fit to fulfill all the 
conditions of this section of the con 
stitution. 
His bill provides th at all 
able-bodied men, between the ag ■ 
of 18 and 45, shall constitute 
the 
militia, th at these shall be divided 
into two olasses, known as the organ­ 
ized and the reserve militia, the or­ 
ganized shall 
be enlisted for three 
years, but if their term of ser\ice 
shall expire while in the service of 
the United States it shall be extended 
till the expiration of the time for 
which they were 
called out not to 
exceed ninety days 
Subject to A rticles of War. 
The bill further provides th at when 
the militia are called into service of 
the general government they shall be 
deemed from the time of their accept­ 
ance by the president in the service in 
the United States, subject to the arti­ 
cles of war and liable to service any­ 
where, within or without the national 
boundaries. 
They can be summoned 
for a term not to exceed nine months. 
The provision th at 
the 
state can 
appoint the officers was construed to 
apply to the regim ental organization 
and all officers shove the rank of col­ 
onel were appointed by the president 
during the civil war. 
After going in­ 
to the service of the general govern­ 
ment, the appointment will be made 
under the army regulations. 
W ants tho 
B ill Passed. 
This bill aims to secure a thorough 
organization and dri.l of the militia 
similar to th at in this state, aud will 
put about 200,000 men in a condition 
of instant service for nine months if 
needed. 
It requires them to go into 
camps of instruction and to have drill 
in eervirg heavy artillery. 
It also 
provides th at any state may purchase, 
on the approval of the secretary of the 
war, any supplies or equipment such 
as furnished to the army for the use of 
the organized m ilitia.

Gold Men Making: Only a Form al F ight 
in Ohio. 
Columbus, Ohio, June 25.—The silver 
men scored victories in all the prelim­ 
inary contests yesterday. 
There is a 
movement on foot to force the adop­ 
tion of the unit rule, and compel the 
gold men to vote with the majority 
at Chicago. This proposition will be 
resisted with all the force at sound 
money’s command, and the gold men 
insist that they will not regard such 
a resolution as binding. 
While the instructions on free silver 
will be iron clad, there will be no in­ 
structions for president. General A. J. 
Warner, president of the 
American 
Bimetallic League, is here taking an 
active part in the interest of the fu­ 
sion of all silver interests. The silver 
alate includes John R. McLean, John 
W. Bookwalter, Allen W. Thurman, 
and L. L. Holden 
for delegates-at- 
large. 
The preliminary meetings last night 
showed that the silver men have al­ 
most 600 of the 675 delegates in the con­ 
vention which meets tomorrow. 
At 
the district meetings the silver men 
carried seventeen of the congressional 
districts and the gold men four. The 
delegation to Chicago, when the del 
egates are all chosen, will 
probably 
stand 38 to 8 for free silver, although 
the silver men claim 40 to 6. The sil­ 
ver men intend to instruct the Ohio 
delegation for free coinage and to vote 
as a unit, so that the four gold dis 
tricts, which include the cities of Day­ 
ton, Hamilton, Toledo and Cleveland, 
will be shut out. The platform is to 
be reported to the full committee at 
9:30 today, and then to the convention.
